(2)  To  dispense  with  full  compliance  with  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  Rule  6(b)(1)  of  the  Pules  of  Procedure  of  the 
Intornotlonol  Military  Tribunal  for  the  Far  East,  in  respect 
to  certain  documents  sot  forth  in  Schedule  (B)  attached  to 
said  application  and  made  a  port  thereof  and  enumorated  as 
Prosecution  Section  documents  Nos.  1503b,  1418,  1632,  and 
2361.  so  PS  to  permit  Prosecution  to  introduce  into  evidence 
and  to  serve  upon  the  attorneys  for  the  accused,  copies  of 
excerpts  only,  therefrom,  in  both  the  Japanese  and  English 
language. 

And  after  hearing  the  arguments  of  Counsel,  and  the 
Tribunal  being  fully  advised  in  the  premises,  it  is 

ORDEREDi  That  the  application  os  to  matter  No,  1 
bo  granted;  and  that  the  Tribunal  take  Judicial  notice  of

1,  On  14  October  1933 »  Germany  withdrew  from 
the  disarmament  conference. 

2.  On  14  October  1933*  Germany  resolved  to 
withdraw  from  the  League  of  Nations.
